the Union party title had been pre-empted 
in this county by seven citizens, nothing 
more has been said concerning the inci- 
nent, not even by the leading member of 
the party, who controls a -iwspaper. 
There is very good reason to believe that 
some of the signers of the certificate filed 
hero would not do so now could they have 
the opportunity to decline. It appears 
that some of them did not comprehend the 
full Import of the paper. They are staunch 
Republicans on every question 
except 


State issues and desire to be regarded as 
members of that party, but are now, legal- 
ly at least, entirely outside the organiza- 
tion. This they regret, as they were not 
prepared, oven technically, to renounce 
their allegiance to a party of such unim- 
peachable record as the Republican party 
has in national affairs and in the county. 
They now realize that they would have 
had every opportunity as individuals to 
protest against what they conceive to be 
wrong and at 
the same time remain 


staunch Republicans in every other sense. 
Some of them do not hesitate to say that 
they would oppose any eifort to defeat the 
Republican party in the county and would 
not endorse any proposition 
to 
name 


Union part/ candidates for county offices. 
In spite of this it is not pleasant to feel 
that they have no voice in the proceedings 
of their party.' It is thus that 
honest 


mistakes occur when too much trust is 
put in men who promote this sort of thing 
for selfish motives, and who are far more 
resentful and dictatorial than the party 
leaders they profess to despise. These 
good citizens attached their names to the 
certificate under the impression that it 
was "a mere formality" to prevent the 
unscrupulous from seizing upon the name 
Union party, and now they see the mis- 
take—not all of them, but some of them. 
The certificate, whether a formality or 
not, 
is in the nature of a reflection upon 


the Republicans of the county, for it im- 
plies the need of the reform party here. 
Tlmt it is not needed cannot be disputed, 
even by the Union party representatives, 
for election figures repute such an allega- 
tion. 
The county gave the Union party 


candidates big majorities and yet elected 
the county ticket by a big majority. How 
is it possible, then for the Union party to 
claim that it has any function to perform 
in this county? The filing of this certifi- 
cate, then, is altogether uncalled for and 
only tends to foment discord, which is pre- 
cisely what its chief sponsor wants and 
purely for selfish reasons. 


There is talk of another public improve- 


ment for Doylestown. If the project is 
successful it will be the fourth step of im- 
portance of this character in the history of 
the borough. 
Several citizens are plan- 


ning to introduce a sewer system, for 
which the town, owing to its altitude, is 
admirably adapted. 
First there was the 


water works, then a gas plant, and subse- 
quently an electric plant, and now comes 
the sewer project. 
The last named would 


be a decided improvement to the town, 
which is now a place encumbered with 
many drywells, a source of danger, though 
up to date not a serious menace. The new 
enterprise is to be launched by private 
citizens. The borough, under its antiqua- 
ted charter, is up to the limit on borrowed 
capital, 
The promoters 
are canvassing 


the town to determine whether they will 
have sufficient patronage to warrant the 
undertaking. They estimate >that 
the 


sewer system will coat about $50,000. 
With 250 patrons at $10 each annually 
they would try the experiment. There is 
no doubt but tnat the public would soon 
come to regard the improvement as a ne- 
cessity. It is likely, however that there 
will be some opposition at first. It is the 
history of every enterprise in the past. 
Agents of the promoters are now interview- 
ing citizens for the purpose of determin- 
ing what support they will receive. 


The Doylesttown and Boston Trolley 


Company received some of their cars 
which were housed at the Monument 
House on Monday.

The company as 
yet is not provided with a power house, so 
for the present, at least, tne cars are of no 
service.

(or publicly criticising the findings of the 
Schluy court. 
The reprimand adminis- 


tered by l'renident Roosevelt through the 
Secretary of War hiis been the subject of 
much comment. General Miles as actual 
head of the army offended against a clear- 
ly defined regulation of tho service, and 
by his act invited the rebuke he received. 
General Miles has been a gnllant soldier 
and won his spurs in the school ol active 
service. And it is too bud tnat as he nenrs 
the point of retirement that he should 
dim the glory of his long and honorable 
career. 
General Miles was clearly at 


fault in his criticism of the Schley verdict 
and deserved the rebuke he received for 
dnrc-gnrdiug one of the first duties of u 
soldier. 


The Quakortown Times is urging a free 


public library for that borough. 
A public 


library is an institution that Bristol should 
have. Wo have a Hno library meagrely 
supported by shareholders, and it would 
be well if it were turned over to tho bor- 
ough to bo maintained by this munici- 
pality. The Times says: 


The i>ower to establish and maintain a 


library of this kind is vested in both the 
borough .council and tho school board. 
There seems to have been ample legisla- 
tion within the past half dozen years to 
bestow all tho necessary privileges upon 
municipal authorities. The idea seems to 
prevail that it is necessary to submit the 
matter to the vuters of the borough for 
approval before the municipal authorities 
can proceed to the establishment and 
maintenance of a free library but by re- 
ferring to the acts of recent years this 
do< s not scern to be necessary. 


ID »ords that are more forceful than 


elegait it can be stated that Bristol ie "up 
against a hard proposition" in connection 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad matters' 
As is well known the railroad company 
proposes to build elevated tracks through 
the b >rough, for the purpose of eliminat- 
ing t ie present great curve at this point 
and fhortening tho time of running trains 
between New York and Philadelphia. The 
Company's plans call for the vacation of 
part* of .Lake, Race, Spruce and Washing- 
ton streets and several alleys; the ends of 
Race and Spruce streets to be closed; and 
iron 'jridges to be built over Bath, Pine, 
and Corson streets. Beaver Dam Road and 
Jefferson avenue. 


In consideration of these privileges to be 


gran ed the I'ennsyhania Eailroad Com- 
pany an ordinance was drawn up by Bor- 
ough Attorney Gilkeson requiring certain 
things to be done by the RailroadCompany, 
among which were the opening of a new 
strett across the meadows, from the in- 
tersection of Walnut and Pond streets to 
a point on Buckloy street near Spruce; the 
builcing of a lifting bridge across the ca- 
nal; the opening of a new street from Pino 
to Both streets; nnd the granting the right 
to tnlley companies to cross the present 
tract s nt grade. 


TI'B ordinance was printed and was sup- 


posed to meet with the approval of the 
railr md officials but on Monday night at 
the Council meeting a bomb-shell was 
thrown into the camp by the announce- 
men that the prepared oriinance had been 
rejerted by the railroad company, and in 
its s-ead a special messenger brought up 
an ordinance drawn by thp railroad corn- 
pan j, and a notice that their ordinance 
was the only one to which the company 
would agree. 
The company's ordinance 


dem mds all the privileges enumerated 
al«»c, but none of the considerations there 
for nre mentioned with the exception of 
the opening of the new street from Pint 
to B Uh street. No right is given to cross 
thu present tracks by trolley companies 
atgiade. There is entire silence upon tho 
subject of the extension of Walnut street, 
and the building of a bridge. 


A veiled threat has been made that if 


the ordinance is not passed as requested 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad company 
the 'lew line will be built bejond the bor- 
ough limits. 
The ordinance as it now is, 


is a stand and deliver affair, and will not 
rect ive a single \oto in council.

Every little while some newspaper re- 


fers to former United States Senator J. 
Donald Cameron as the Republican nomi- 
nee for Governor of Pennsylvania. 
The 


Cameron boom was started during the 
session of the last legislature by Tom 
Cooper, of Delaware county. 
There is 


not tho slightest probability of Mr. Cam- 
eron e\or being a gubernatorial candidate. 
In tho first place he does not want the 
nomination. He is nearly seventy years of 
age and his health is such that he is com- 
pelled to leave tho state for a warmer 
climate for six months of every year. Mr. 
Cameron went wrong on the silver question 
a few years ago and it is doubtful if he 
could bo elected Governor even if nominat- 
ed. The Republican party in this State is 
big enough nnd ,strong enough to name 
nnd elect by 200,'000 majority a man who 
is worthy of the honor nnd physically able 
to perform his duties. There is plenty of 
good material to select from. 


Si nator Rice, in addressing a meeting 


of grangers, is reported to have said: 


Sc-id your own people to the Legislature. 


Don't bo 'regular' except for tho farmers' 
repiusvntatives." 
If Serator Rice is cor- 


rectly reported we must infer that he has 
eith;r become bereft of common sense or 
else v\as playing politics at the expense 
of the farmers,' credulity. 
Senator Rice 


was loyally supported in his candidacy for 
the Senate by the whole Republican party. 
His nomination and election were the re- 
sult H of "regularity." The mill district of 
UrUtol with its several thousand employes 
(mostly Republicans) supported him at 
the polls, believing that he was a broad- 
gunned man. 
In commenting upon Sena- 


tor Rice's injunction the Doylestown Re- 
publican says: 


It it is impossible to get representatives

The Stone of Destiny. 


The ancient chair in Westminster Abbey 


in .vhich all the Sovereigns of England 
from the time of Edward 1 have been 
crowned, always an object of interest as 
it is, is now receiving increased attention, 
in view of the auspicious ceremonial which 
is to take place next June within the ven- 
erable walls of the Abbey. 
Under the 


coronation chair is the celebratod Stone of 
Dc-<tiny, or Jacob's Pillow, as it has been 
called, from an old belief that the stone 
was tho one OP which the patriarch's head 
rested when he dreamed of seeing the lad- 
dei which reached to heaven. There was, 
in early times, a tradition that the stone 
was originally taken from Palestine to 
Egypt, and thence to Scotland. 
Some 


hive asserted that the stone is of meteoric 
origin, but geological investigations dis- 
prove this. Brought to Scone Castle in 884 
by King Kenneth of Scotland, it remained 
the re till 1286, when Edward I destroyed 
ttu royal residence of Scone and took tho 
stone and ancient coronation chair to 
We stminster. The famous stone was once 
caived, gilded, and painted, but these dec- 
orations have entirely disappeared. 
At 


King Edward's coronation, as was the case 
when Queen Victoria was crowned, the 
Stone of Destiny will be covered with a 
c!oth of gold. 


Man's Will Was Tattooed. 


Perhaps it was parsimony, as his rela- 


tives alleged, that led a Mexican miser 
who recently died to tattoo his last will 
and testament upon his body. 
They 


allege that the decendent, named Moreche, 
in order to save the cost of pen, ink and 
pai>er imprinted his will indelibly upon 
hip body with some red pigment.

tbu old miser died his heirs protested 
against the burial of the body and peti- 
tioned the court to have the remarkable 
"human document," admitted to probate.

This does not mean, however,that she 


nead necessarily remain forever without 
the fold. 
Archbishop Corn<ian, as the

As to tbo validity 
of the maniage the 


Church raises no question, contrary to 
popular belief among the nou-CathoIiu. 


It aeoepts it as a rerfectly valid con- 


tract, and if Mrs. Gould wished to return I 
to the Church no second marriage cere- j 
monv would be necessary. The usual 
form is for the head of the diocese to 
bless the marriage, thus signifying that it 
has orh'icialiy 
received the sanction of 


the Church. 


The confusion in the minds of nuu- 


Catholics on the subject of Catholic mar- 
riages is attributed by priests to the fact 
that the laws of the Churcti ou the sub- 
ject, in their practical application, are not 
the same in all countries or even in all 
parts of the Cnited States. 
i 


The decree of Council of Trent on ma- 
^ 


trimony declares that no marriages are 
valid in the ejes of the Church except 
those preformed by the parish Driest or a 
priest designated by him. This rule is 
rigorously enforced in all countries where 
the decree hat been promulgated. 


But the decree has never been promul- 


gated in the United States, save only in 
those parts which were formerly under 
French and Spanish rule. 
Therefore, it is 


not held as binding, so far at least as mar- 
riages performed by ministers of other 
Churches are concerned, in this part of 
the country. 


The Church here, or anywhere else, 


does not, however, recognize as a valid 
marriage in one which one or both of the 
contracting parties are unbaptized,but it is 
not necessary that the baptism ceremony 
be performed under Catholic auspices. 
That both parties were baptised is suffi- 
cient. 


Neither does the Church recognize a 


marriage in which either of the parties has 
been divorced. 
Relationship within the 


fourth degree of consanguinity also consti- 
tutes a bar. That is, first, secoud or third 
cousins may not marry unless by special 
dispensation. 


Had Miss Kelly been married by a 


priest it would have been neccessary for 
her husband to sign an agreement that 
any children of the marriage would be 
brought up in the Catholic faith. 


We have only to add that Thomas Kelly, 


brother of the late Edward Kelly, father 
of Mrs. Gould, explained in a letter to the 
Sun of Nov. 24, that at the time of her 
marriage she was ''in communion, or, at 
least, shortly before it, with the Roman 
Catholic Church, with the full consent 
and approbation of her mother."-N. \. 
Sun.

Sir Walter Scott is a perfect library in 


himself. 
A constant reader of romances 


vould find that it needed months to go 
von through the best pieces of the inex- 
haustible painter of eight full centuries 
and every type of man; and he might re- 
>eat the process of reading him ten t'mes 
n a lifetime without a sense of fatigue 
or sameness. The poetic beauty of Scott's 
creations is almost the least of his great 
nullities. It is tho universality of his 
sympathy that is so truly groat, the jus- 
tice of his estimates, the insight into the 
spirit of each ago, his intense absorption 
of self in the vast epic of human civili- 
zation. 
What are the old almanacs, that 


,liey so often givo us as histories, besides 
;hese living pictures of the ordered succes- 
sion of ages? As in Homer himself, we 
see in this prose Iliad of modern history 
the battle of the old and the new, the her- 
oic defence of ancient strongholds, the 
long impending and inevitable doom of 
medieval life. 
Strong men and proud 


women struggle against the destiny of 
modern society, unconsciously working out 
its ways, undauntedly defying its powers. 
How just is our island Homer. Neither 
Greek nor Trojan sways him! Achilles is 
his hero; Hector is bis favorite; he loves 
tne councils of chiefs and the Palace of 
Priam; but the swine-herd, tbe charioteer, 
the slave girl, the houad, the beggar, the 
herdsman, all glow alike in the harmon- 
ious coloring of his peopled epic. We 
see tbe dawn of the English nation, and 
the defence of Christiandom against the 
Koran, the grace and the terror of feudal- 
ism, the rise of monarchy out of baronies, 
the rise of parliaments out of monarchy, 
the rise of industry out of serfage, the pa- 
thetic ruin of chivalry, the sylvan tribes 
of the mountains (remnants of our pre- 
historic forefathers), beating themselves 
to pieces against the hard advance of mod- 
ern industry; we see the grim of heroism 
of the Bible martycre, the catastrophe of 
feudalism overwhelmed by a practical age 
which knew little of its graces and almost 
nothing of its virtues. Such is Scott, who, 
we may say, has done for the various 
phases to modern history what Shakespeare 
has done for the mainfold types of human 
character.

MUST PAY FOR HUSBANDS' CLOTHE 


Tho Supreme Court of Illinois has just 


decided that a wife in that state is liable 
for her husband's debts. 
The statute 


on which this decision is based reads as 
follows: 


"The expenses of tho family and, the 


education of the children shall be chargec 
upon the property of both husband anc 
wife, or either of them, in favor of the 
creditors thereof, and in relation thereto 
they may be sued jointly or separately.' 


The case that was appealed to the Su- 


preme Court related to a tailor's bill. f. 
man had bought a $150 suit of clothes anc 
had paid only $50 on it. Tbe tailor brough 
suit to compel bis nife to pay the remain- 
ing $100. 
Tbe court holds that she must 


pay. 


The court had to define tho moaning o! 


'family expenses." Tho decision is that 
the statute "applies to the expenses of tho 
family without limitation or qualification 


to the kind or amount, and without re 


gard to the wealth, habits, or social posi 
tion of tbe party; that goods purchase!: 
by the husband for his individual use anc 
used by him exclusively constitute a fami 
ly expense," Under this ruling, a wife 
may be compelled to pay her husband 
bills for liquor and cigars,—in fact, al 
most any bills ho mav choose to incur 


It is often said that if women were at 


lowed to vote they would lose the

privileges they now possess, of 
whicl 


the principal one is a wife's right to I 
"supported" oy her husband, and free 
dom from legal liability to support him 
If the Illinois decision had been given 
Colorado, it would have been quoted every 
where as due to the malignant influence 
of equal suffrage.

stoppage of respiration and heart action 
The actual "restoration of life by renewing 
breathing and the circulation of the blood, 
is now known to be possible.

been demonstrated in Europe by a series 
of 100 experiments on aogs, in which 16 
out of 21 animals that had been killed by 
chloroform were brought back to life. 
The process consists in forcing air through 
8 tube into tbe lunes at the usual breath- 
ing rate, and in opening the chest and 
squeezing the heart in imitation of then at- 
ural contractions. 
A Danish physician 


baa reported a trial in the case of a man 
that had died under chloroform. 
The 


heart was reached through an opening cut 
in tbe chest wall, and was squeezed rhyth- 
mically for half an hour, air being at the 
same time forced into the lungs and as a 
result respiration was set up and only an 
occasional compression was needed to keep 
the heart going. Life continued several 
hours, when breathing suddenly ceased, 
and the patient was dead again. 


Tbe origin of species is placed in a new 


light by the recent remarkable work of 
Prof. Hugo de Vries, of Amsterdam. 
This botanist has been the first investi- 
gator to watch the formation and develop- 
ment oi new species, and in his observa- 
tions the forms produced have been a 
remit of sudden change and never of pro- 
gressive 
variation. 
The "single vari- 


ations" among cultivated plants suggested 
looking for the same phenomenon in wild 
flowers. 
Of 100 species studied, tbe only 


one showing change was OEnothera Lam- 
arckiana, one of tbe American evening 
primroses, and of 60,000 descendants of 
this plant produced in ten years about 600 
have been so altered spontaneously that 
are'regarded as forming seven new species. 
These species are mostly very constant, 
the characteristics of tbe new parent being 
reproduced in successive generations.

banks, Frye, Hoar, Jones, of Nevada, Mas- 
on, Perkins, Orville H. and Thomas C. 
Platt, Sboup, Teller, Warren, Speaker of 
the Houee, David B. Henderson, and too 
many representatives to name. 
The wife 


of Senator Patterson, of Colorado, was an. 
ardent suffragists before the women of that 
State were enfranchised. All Massachu- 
setts has just united in celebrating the 
centennial birthday of Dr. Samuel G. 
Howe, the great philanthropist, 
whpse 


wife has been a suffrage leader forty years. 


The last two presidents of the Cali- 


fornia Suffrage Association were the wife 
of A. A. Sargent, United States Senator 
and Minister to Germany, and the wife of 
John F. Swift, United States Commis- 
sioner to China and Japan. If we should 
take up the Presidents and professors of 
the colleges, the Bishops and ministers 
and the men prominent in the communi- 
ties where they reside, whose wives are 
open advocates of woman surffage, this 
list might be 
extended 
indefinitely. 


Enough has been given, however, to answer 
Mrs. Brown's challenge. 
But we beg that 


she will not carry out her threat to "aban- 
don her work in opposition" for if she 
will keep right on in Iowa, employing her 
usual method the suffrage bill will stand 
a good chance of carrying.
